In regard to answering the letter, pursuant to the Director’s 
inquiry, Los Angeles was requested to submit a teletype with details of 

§ * he SLA shooting on May 17, 1974, in a Los Angeles residence. The 
jOS Angeles teletype is attached for information. The important points 
are that a bullhorn was usedj^rior to any other action being taken to warn 

( those within the residence to surrender, and FBI Agents and police 
officers were fired upon by automatic and semi-automatic gunfire, and 
only return fire was directed at the residence. 

Aside from the Los Angeles teletype and references in previous 
teletype communications, there has been no formal investigation of the 
conduct of law enforcement , and no report or analysis such as 

that described in the ACLTJ letter. Based on the information submitted 
by Los Angeles and all other information available to (fete, there appears 
to be no allegation of misconduct or use of excessive force. Therefore, 

I it is my. opinion that there is no need for additional formal inquiry or 
the preparation of a formal report concerning this matter. 

Attached is a proposed letter that previously was prepared 
by the Correspondence and Tours Section of the External Affairs Division, 
but which I have modified to avoid making statements that might be used 
adversely to our position if the ACLU finds a plaintiff and decides to file 
a civil suit concerning this event. 

RECOMMENDATION: 


That the attached proposed letter be approved and sent to 
Mr. Marvin Sehachter.

Nothing In public life, including the sordid, amoral 
Watergate disgrace, has disturbed me as deeply as the 
bungling, manipulation, rnd ineptness of tho FBI 
since Mr, Hoover's death. I grew up with the Bureau, 
from the days of Melvin l’upvis and the notorious 
reign of the public enemies, when .1 was a wide-eyed 
boy, with-' a regard toward it close to idolatry, 
nurturing a secret ambition to be an age'rit' someday. 

Throughout the years, its reputation wa3 untarnished. 
xn time the Reekie's may tumble, ‘ GIbral ter may "crumble, 
but the Bureau was made of sterner .stuff : incorruptable; 
efficient; dedicated. I did not naively think everyone 
associated with the Bureau was eligible for sainthood; 
when Mr. Hoover's successor,—!. Patrick Grey III, 
admitted lying' in the Watergate affair, I was bewildered 
and disappointed this massive conspiracy of crine-^nd 
cover-up in high places even extended to the- once- 
inviolable FBI, but our senses had been assaulted by 
an atmosphere of amorality, abuse of power, and criminal S 
conduct that a man -hand-picked La 

in a pattern of such magnitude seemed almost expectable. wv 
Not ten righteous men could be found to save Sodom' and 
Gomorrah. 

My high regard for the Bureau had been enhanced further 
by my friend and colleague, the late Hoyt Andres, who 
was a former agent primarily assigned to cover subversives 
on the west coast during World War II, which at that time 
Involved more Communists than Nazis. A man of iron 
integrity himself, Hoyt had an almost reverential at-, 
titude touard the Bureau, and was among those assigned 
to track down the nine Nazi mas ter- spies landed by^TJ-boat 
on the coast of Maine and then swallowed up in nine largo, 
separate cities. They were all apprehended swiftly, and 
nobody from the FBI got on the radio and pleaded with 
them to give themselves up. What's more, I consider it 
one of the most masterful jobs in the history of 
.investigation that a handful of agents could track down 
•nine clever, expert saboteur— spies who spoke perfect 
^Fnglish, had perfect papers, and had a skillful 
underground network to move them about, and today's FBI 
cannot trace at least three bungling, amateurish 
revolutionaries. Including one whose picture has appeared 
daily on television and in newspapers and magazines 
throughout the country!

The vriter of 
the letter explained that he represents an association of 
self-defense aroups for Herman industrial and business 
people vho out of personal interest have taken the initiative 
to quard against radical takeover of Herran lav and freedom. 
The vriter stated that due to a series of coincidents, his 
group has been able to ascertain the present vhereabouts of 
Patricia and he stated that she is currently in the Herman 
Democratic Pepublic (Fast Hermany) . 


The vriter stated that at the same time, hovever, 
he vas sorry to advise the Hearsts that their dauahter 
currently has joined a terrorist croup vhose aim it is to 
commit violent acts in Western Furope.

(d) the courier nust he in possession of ri v&lid international 
driver’s license, if possible with all car classifications, as 
veil as motorcycle, fie is not to have any noticeable marks or 
physical impediments, and he cannot be colored. He has to 
speak 'fluent Herman in order that he may understand all 
instructions properly. He must be able to deal auickly and 

to improvise if necessary. The courier is to follow all instructions 
unconditionally, and he is to beoquipped with full authority 
by the Kearsts to act. It vas pointed out that no discussion 
arguments would be had. with the courier , his sole function 
vas to deliver the money. He is to act as a representative for 
the Hearsts. The letter ends vith a notation that everything 
has been orcranized down to the smallest details and that the 
Hearsts are not to worry any more as to the execution of the 
plan .

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attached to the letter %s an affidavit by JfafijL 
Sallas , vho is identified as a defector of the terrorist : 
groufTto vhich Patricia currently helonas. It is pointed 1 
out that his affidavit has teen translated and was somewhat 
literarily modified for easier reading. / 


On Pace five the affidavit is set forth, and the 
writer is identified as a native Palestinian who is 
former member of the Palestine terrorist group operatxno 
in western Furope with a ooal of liberating Palestine. The 
defector Fallal* states that while a member of this aroup, 
he came in contact with a 20-23 year old female called 
Tania. He indicates that Tania frequently wore vias and 
appeared to have severe emotional problems. She further 
was under the constant influence of druus. Sallal points 
out that she frequently cried cnllintr for her parents and 
friends, that she was frequently locked up by the leader 
of the aroup until these temperamental fits subsided. Fallal 
further ones on that he became a close friend of '’’ania, and 
she subsequently confided in him that her true name was 
Patricia, that she was an American, and that she had crossed 
the ocean with a jjpufcffe of men in a private motor yacht. 

Fhe supposedly also ashed Fallas whether he could help her 
return to her parents and she was certain her parents would 
nay a laroe sum of money for her return. Sallal indicates 
that this offer of money was instrumental in his final 
decision to leave the aroup and to escape to the Vest. He 
indicates that subsequent to this encounter with Patricia, 
they became separated fcy the leader of the group but indicates 
that he is sure Patricia is well, in view of the fact that she 
appears to be a valuable instrument for the team. 


On Pace six Fallal concludes that subsequent to 
his talk with Patricia, he >*as interviewed by the leader of 
the nroup, whose name was 3eiu &alilf and his assistant, and yG 
vTas tortured by them as they attempted to determine what 
Patricia had told him. He was subsequently transported to 
another location and during the transport, he manaoed to 
escape. Sallal subsequently made his way to Vest Berlin 
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vhere he nade contact vrith the croup represented by the 
vriter of the letter. He points out that he has hat 1 
recent contact vith a friend in Fast Cermany vho told 
hip* that Patricia vas still a member of the qroup, hovever , 
due to adverse veather conditions, no photoeraph to sub- 
stantiate that claim could be taken. The affidavit vas 
sioned Yafid Fallal, . former cor*r*ando seraeant of the People’s 
Front for the Liberation of Palestine.

Not only did he recognize the staircase, but other things 
as well: the room where, stripped of all his clothing and wearing only ’ ■ 
pajamas, he had lived for nineteen days. JJe had even groped his way, 
blindfolded, and without any hesitation, to the wash basin he had used. 

He also recognized the barking of a dog, and the loud crying of a child.

Several Points Cleared Up 

In the room, the investigators discovered, tied to a window 
looking out onto the courtyard, the piece of rope which was to be used 
for the escape of those guarding Mr. Suarez, if -the need arose. The 
police officers then discovered that Mr. Chastel and his wife had moved 
in late April, a few days before the kidnapping of the bank official. 

Mr. and Mrs. Chastel moved to 44 rue des Arcades, Paris (20), still, 
all the while keeping the apartment on rue Broca. They learned that 
Lucio Urtubia, a tile setter, one of the kidnappers, had done some 
work for Mr. Chastel, and had helped him with the moving.

investigators: *'It is impossible that Mr. Suarez could have been held 
at my house. I went there on several occasions with my wife between 
May 3 and 7, and we did not notice anything abnormal."

The FBI apparently missed a "fantastic 1 ' chance to 
trace" and possibly rescue Patricia Hearst from her kid- 
1 napers only 25 days after she was kidnaped, various 
sources revealed yesterday. 

‘'They had a near-perfect chance and they blew it," 
said one top local investigator who, like other local authori- 
ties involved in the case, was not told the circumstances 
of the possible rescue until wed after it had been missed. 

A lop Oakland police investigator in the case called 
the missed chance "fantastic" and still another investiga- 
tor in the case said angrily: 

"This is typical of the way this case has been bungled 
from the start. The vaunted investigative resources of the 
FBI have been as effective as a cub scout troupe," 

This source* like other local authorities in the case, 
was critical of the FBI's reluctance to share information. 

The link that might have led police to Miss Hearst, who

“It was a shame but I can’t really blame the FBI per- 
se Maybe the point was not driven home enough (to bank 
‘ employes). The FBI did ask bank officials for help but 1 
don't know how forceful the request was." 

This official also said tire FBI does not keep local au- 
thorities adequately timed in to the progress in the case. 

“The FBI is supplying us with their reports after the 
report is made,” the official added, “which could be any- 
where from days to weeks. We don’t necessarily know what 
the FBI knows on a day to day basis. H we aid, it could 
help our own investigations. . 

"They mi^ht gel something they don't really under' 
stand because it doesn't relate to their part of the case but 
that information could be important to our phase of the 
investigation."' ’ • 

An investigator in another phase of the case added: 
“We share our information bul the FBI does n t sbm^e 
theirs. The Berkeley police didn't even know about this 
bank thing until the whole thing was cold. 

“The time they should have been told was on Feb. 23 
when the trail was hot . . . that’s the day the FBI subpoe- 
naed the bank records and knew that Nancy Perry and the 
Hall girl had money in there/* 

1 Local authorities also were critical of the FEVs failure 
to stake out the bank. The Tribune quoted one source close 
to the investigation as saying: “It would have been only 
logical to put one hell of a surveillance on that bank . . . 
any one of a dozen departments would have jumped atUte 
chance to watch that bank inside and out, nighi and day. 

The apprrent FBI slip is not the first, investigators 
said. Miss Hall's l*WB Volswagen was used inthe kidnapm 0 
and was later sold to a used cardcalerwho resold it. 

The buyer, who was driving the car while the FBI was 
scouring the entire West for the vehicle, was a secretary in 
the San Francisco headquarters of the FBI, the office that 
was heading the search. 

Miss Hall, Miss Perry and four other SLA members 
died in a May 17 shootout in Los Agneles. MissHearst and 
two other suspected SLA members. Bill and Emily Harris, 
are still fugitives.

In connection with the search of Apartment 6 at 
1827 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, photographs were made 
of the premises in the period shortly after the discovery was 
made that the apartment was formerly a Symbionese Liberation 
Army (SLA) "safe house".

He was then 
questioned regarding Bank of America Money Order Receipt 
Number 057291981 in the amount of $17 dated December 14 , 1973, 
payable to Public Finance Corporation. He indicated that 
he did purchase a sofa bed more than a year ago, which 
purchase he financed through Public Finance Corporation. He 
said he regularly made payments to the company and he 
indicated that although he did not specifically recall the 
money order receipt mentioned above it likely did belong to 
him and the money order was used for a payment to Public 
Finance. He indicated again he had never visited anyone at 
1827 Golden Gate Avenue and when he was advised that the

He then furnished a bolt 
action carbine rifle, which rifle is described as a Mauser 
Model lo Argentino 1891 bearing Serial Number L1788. He stated 
he purchased this rifle at the time he was a member of the' 

BPP. He said he could not recall the specific date he made 
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the purchase , however, he indicated it was his desire that 
the interviewing Agents take the rifle and dispose of it 
as they see fit.

rational human being that she is. her current 
beliefs and her current mode of operation, 
while they reflect a lack of radical common 
sense for this society do display courage and 
revolutionary zeal. i feel the sla has been 
too ambitious in their plan of action for the 
liberation of the poor and the oppressed people
